Airborne Fighters 
Softened Up Island 


For Ground Forces

ALLIED HEADOUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, July 
11.—(AP)—American and British airborne troops, striking 
back at the Axis in the same manner in which Germany once 
terrorized her foes, landed in Sicily by parachute and glider 
hours before the invasion by Allied ground forces, it was 


disclosed officially today. 

Between 10:30 and 11:20 p. m., 
Friday, three to four hours before 
the invasion itself, huge air trans 
ports carrying smudge-faced 
American and British paratroop- 
ers and towing troop-filled British 
gliders roared over the _ island, 
reaching the vicinity of their ob- 
jectives before being spotted by 
antiaircraft gunners. 

Despite the flak barrages, the 
transport command pilots maneu- 
vered their big planes to their tar- 
gets. The gliders were cut loose 
and they soared to objectives in 
the eastern sector of the invasion 
zone. The parachute troops bailed 
out over targets to the west. |

Pachino, on the southeast tip of 
the island.

Establish Bridgehead. 

The Canadians smashed through 
beach defenses as soon as they 
were set ashore and the infantry 
attacked inland, establishing an 
extensive . divisional bridgehead 
which was the Canadians’ initial 
o_o in the Eighth Army invasion 

an. 

(Munro did not amplify his 
reference to the Eighth Army, 
and there was no other indi- 
cation that these veteran 
troops were engaged.) 

Some stubborn resistance has 
been put up by the Italians north 
and west of Pachino, and along 
other sectors of the front there 
were heated engagements. 

Big battles probably will come 
before long, but meanwhile large 
numbers of prisoners are being 
captured.

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Punishment of War Criminals 
Both President Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill have gone on record in unmis- 
takable language that war criminals, meaning 
Hitler, Mussolini and Hirohito, with their long 
lists of satellites, will be punished at the end 
of this war. The mental picture of this Axis 
gang standing their trials and being punished 
as they deserve affords considerable satisfac- 
tion to the people who have suffered from their 
arbarous treatment, but it is not going to 
be so easy to bring to reality as most persons 
still appear to think—that is, if the Allied na- 
tions respect international law. They have up

Extradition depends entirely upon treaty; that 
is, treaties entered into by two powers, con- 
tracting mutually to surrender subjects of one 
or che other power who are wanted for crimes 
committed in their own territory, and such a 
treaty only provides for the surrender to a 
third power. Thus the German-Swiss extradi- 
tion treaty only provides for the surrender to 
Germany of Germans who have committed 
crimes against the German law.

The Third Amendment 


The third amendment on the state ballot 
form for the election on August 3 is intended 
to forever end that Georgia disgrace of some 
administrations which has been known as the 
“pardon racket.” 

Paroles or pardons for state convicts have 
hitherto been granted only by the Governor, 
though he has been supposedly guided by rec- 
ommendation of the State Prison Commission. 
However, he was not bound by any such rec- 
ommendation and could issue paroles or par- 
dons at his own discretion or whim. 

In the past there have been administra- 
tions which Nave issued so many pardons the 
practice acquired the odor of a racket. Whether 
or not any governor \profited directly, by 
money, for such pardons, it was certain many 
were granted as political favors to lawyers. The 
result was it became common knowledge that 
the only man in prison who could hope for 
parole or pardon was the one with money, or 
influence, to buy his way out. 

The amendment Georgia voters are asked 
to fatify on August 3 makes recurrence of any 
such racket conditions in the Governor's office 
impossible. Under this amendment the han- 
dling of all clemency appeals is removed from 
the Governor and entrusted to the State Board 
of Pardons and Paroles. This board was created 
earlier this year, under statutory authority, and 
already has demonstrated its intent to grant 
paroles to convicts whose records earn them, 
and pardons only in cases where they are rec- 
ommended by the trial judge. 

The duty of the Board of Pardons and Pa- 
roles, as specified in the act, is to review all 
cases promptly and act "1pon applications for 
clemency within 90 days after filing. Provisions 
are included for a complete report to the legis- 
lature upon all clemency actions.

The only clemency authority left in the 
Governor’s hands under this amendment is in 
cases where the death sentence has been im- 
posed and in treason cases. 

In addition to préventing a recurrence of 
a disgraceful racket, the amendment will re- 
move from the Governor’s office a mass of de- 
tail impossible of proper attention, since no 
Governor could possibly give proper personal 
attention to the thousands of clemency cases 
which are filed annually. 

This amendment should be adopted and it 
is believed the voters of Georgia will be prac- 
tically unanimous in its favor.

WASHINGTON PARADE

REAL. OR SIDE SHOW? WASHINGTON, July 11.—Wheth- 


er the new offensive launched by 
the Germans in Russia is the real thing or merely a sideshow 
initiated for propaganda purposes is too early to tell. It remains 
for future events to reveal the true scope of the operations. 
high-ranking military officers have expresséd 
time now that the Germans would undertake 
another full-scale offensive against Russia this 
summer. They are yet to be convinced that 
the present operations are the beginning: of 
an all-out drive. 
* Reasons for their skepticism are apparent. 
It hardly makes sense that Hitler would order 
the bulk of his forces to begin an offensive 
of wholesale proportions in Russia so long 
as there was imminent danger of the Allies 
opening up a new front in Europe. 

And yet, on the other hand, it is pointed 
out that this in all probability will be his last 
year—perhaps his last chance—to knock Russia 
ut of the war. If he does not succeed before 
the Allies have set their forces down in Europe, 
he will never again have another opportunity. 

Most military observers believe that this last chance came last 
year—not In 1943. Our forces have now been concentrated enough 
in England to launch a second front from there any time. While 
from Africa. Eisenhower has already landed in, Sicily, the final 
stepping stone to Italy. 

Whatever may be the plans of the Allied high command, there 
can be little question we would advance the date for the invasion 
if there appeared to be any danger of a Russian downfall in the 
east. Hitler certainly knows this. He would therefore be expected 
to show more caution in committing the bulk of his forces on a 
battlefront several hundred miles away from the likely scene of 


our thrust. 
MAY BE GAMBLING Hence some observers are 

the prediction that the present new 
German offensive will be limited and probably shortlived. They 
do not believe that it will approach in intensity or scope the Nazi 
drives of Jast year and the year before. 

Later events may prove this theory to be all wrong. Hitler is 
a desperate man who must realize that he Soon will be fighting 
with his back to the wall. He may be gambling on desperate 
chances. 

But the thing that fortifies military men in their appraisal of 
the situation is the failure of the Germans to start the offensive 
earlier, if it is to be an all-out attempt. The Russian invasion of 
1941 started on June 22. a date which the Germans themselves 
later admitted was far too advanced in the season for a successful 
termination of the campaign before winter came. Last year they 
got started somewhat earlier, on June 11. 

An unusually early spring in Russia this year made it possible 
for the Germans to open the drive in May, had they been willing. 
As it is, they made no move until July. 

One suggestion put forward in ex-

start is that the Germans. were. seeking to forestall a Russian 
offensive that was reported to be about ready to get under way. 

Another suggestion is that the drive was launched to keep 
up morale on the home front. The German peone must have 
been asking themselves why the attack on Russia “had not been 
resumed. Hitler has repeatedly promised them that the Red army 
would be crushed, moving up the date as each year ended in 
failure. 

The Nazi propagandists will now at least be able to point to 
the fighting on the eastern front as an indication of their capacity 
for continuing the war on Russia. They will be able to blow it up 
in a way to support their pretended disdain of Allied invasion 
threats. 3

FIGURES The figures given out by Moscow 
on the first few days of the fight- 
enough. If they may be wholly trusted, the 
Russians knocked out more than 500 German tanks in a single 
day's operations. That would represent a record so far in the’ war. 
No such slaughter of German panzer divisions has been recorded 
before. 

Accepting the figures, what this means is that the Russians 
have been provided with ample supplies of the new anti-tank 
weapons which our ordnance experts have been able to devise for 
use against the Nazis. We employed them with telling effect dur- 
ing the Tunisian campaign ~ 

There is every reason to believe also the Russians not only 
have brought their air strength up to the Luftwaffe, but now 
actually are superior in ahe air. Germany should not be able to 
long sustain the heavy air losses credited to her forces thus far 
in the fighting. 

Time alone will tell whether Hitler 1s taking a desperate gam- 
ble, or whether the new offensive is merely a flash in the pan.

Blessed Are the Heirs Who In- 


herit the Right to Reap 
Where Others Sowed 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


People who debate the “race problem” usually are prompted by 
emotion rather than reason, and so overlook facts that should be 
apparent to the most casual student. 


When black men of Africa were captured and brought te 
America to serve as slaves, it was a crime against humanity and 
nature and justice and decency. For that crime—shared equally 
by Yankee capitalists and ship owners and southern planters— 
America must pay in full, the sins of the fathers being visited on 
the children for a thousand generations. 

But if the enslaved suffered great wrong, the race as a whole 
made an excellent bargain. In fact, never before or since in human 
history has a race of people gained so much at so little cost. 

For a few generations of involuntary servitude, which the 
majority bore without suffering or bitterness, the whole race 
Obtained the right to share in a ready-built civilization torever, 
and to absorb the benefits of a culture much higher than anything 
their own race had been able to achieve. 

To measure how much they gained, consider what wouid have 
happened if they had been given one of our states and left te their 
own devices, shut off from all intercourse with the white race. 
Would they have built a fine civilization in America? 

The answer is found in Liberia. Freed American slaves were 
established there a generation before the slaves in America were 
set free. They had every opportunity; they were helped by white 
people: yet they have made virtually no progress. A few years ago 
an international commission found them guilty of selling natives 
to Arabs as slaves. | 

They have built no railroad. They haven't a single good road, 
and very few of any kind. They still live in huts built of mud and 
grass. Though their land is rich in minerals, they haven't even 
explored it. Most of it is still virgin forest. Those who have a 
little education and know trades were trained by white missionaries. 
They are pleasant, friendly people, but not capable of building a 
civilization by themselves. 

Some Negroes in America are mistreated. Some in the north and 
west are denied the right to work; some in the south are paid too 
little for what they do. But even in the south they have schools, 
hospitals and many other benefits, provided by white taxpayers, 
which they could not provide for themselves. 

The Negroes can advance only by earning advancement, as all 
people do, but they have as a free gift the greatest opportunity 
any race ever had.

Similar in general intent to the 
Ball resolution in the senate, the 
Fulbright resolution has precipi-

Har- 
old Carey, of Norfolk, Va. The 


other plane taking part in the at | 


tack was commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Howland S. Davis, of Balti- 
more, Ma. 

The dispatch said Davis’ plane 
dived on the sub and depth bombs 
straddled it, according to the As- 
sociated Press. 

The dispatch continued: As the 
plane pulled out of its dive the 
submarine began to surface again, 
and then Carey's plane _ roared 
down, dropping its load of bombs. 
The explosion enveloped the sub- 
marine. 

“Then,” the Navy continued, 
“with the U-boat damaged and 
fully surfaced, the two planes ex- 
ecuted a series of strafing runs. 
First one, then the other, would 
dive on the crippled U-boat with 
bow and waist guns blazing and 
tail guns getting in a burst a split 
second after each plane passed the 
sub. 

“The U-boat, smoking heavily, 
moyed forward slowly. It was 
down by the stern and its bow 
Dpianes were jammed.” 

With the submarine disabled, 
the planes led two destroyers to 
the scene and five direct hits from 
guns on the Jouett, commanded by 
Commander Jesse C. Sowell, Lan- 
caster, S. C., and the Moffett, un- 
cer command of Commander 
Fondville L. Tedder, Shelby, N.

Wool Shortage 


MY : D AY: Increases 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


TUMBLING D W RANCH, Nevada—Some days ago I found out 
from the War Production Board what the situation was as regards 
wool production in this country, and to my surprise I learned that, 

whereas two years ago our problem was one of 
acquiring raw wool to meet our needs, today 
our bottleneck is machinery. 

In the intervening time we built up a gov- 
ernment-owned stock pile to meet emergency 
needs. Two years ago we conserved raw wool 
by limiting the use of it and by blending it 
with other fibers. Today the trouble is that 
we have more demands from the military and 
for essential and foreign deliveries than our 
machinery can produce. Therefore, we are try- 
ing to increase production through extra hours 
and extra shifts, but this, of course, is difficult 

; ™=es todo. We are now producing all the yardage 
possible and the effort is being made to preserve that yardage by 
making all economies possible in the manufacture of essential 
clothing. 

I think some of the criticisms which have come to me about the 
details of the way this conservation is to be accomplished should 
have consideration. Sometimes the people actually in the industry 
may want some things which are not really as good for the average 
consumer as they are for the trade, or at least the consumer does 
not think so. Such consumers’ organizations as exist and such 
individuals as have ideas on what is the best way to conserve 
vardage and still give people the maximum number of garments, 
should make it a point to be heard. 

I think the officials in the War Production Board are doing a 
magnificent job and making every effort to meet essential needs, 
hut I do not think the best intentioned people in the world really 
ean know what the people as a whole think unless those people 
take the trouble to make themselves heard through their own 
organizations, or as individuals.
